Burmese Manners and Customs. 

It is now generally believed that the Burmese, 
and, indeed, all the various races and nations of 
Indo-China migrated at a remote perioa from 
the plateau of Central Asia, and that they are of 
mixed origin, — some of the character - 
istics of the Hindoo (the Oau 
also of the Chinaman.

trait of character. Barmese houses are built of 
teak- wood, palm-leaf, bamboo, rattan, and grass, 
and are generally raised upon piles four or five 
feet from the ground, as a preventive against 
fevers, bred by the great dampness ot clj- 
mate, and te provide against the inundations of 
the rainy season. Native villages often consist 
of but one long and broad street, running 
through perfect jungles of date, banana, palm, 
or other tropical trees, and beneath and among 
these, nearly conceaied trom view, are the little 
bamboo buts, artfully carved monasteries, 
and tapering pagodas. The costume of the 
Burmese is remarkably simple. Both sexes 
wear a short white jacket called an engie, 
aud the male a (a piece of silk 
or cotton, usually the former), and of 
any Mage (red or yellow), about a yard in 
wi and four or five in length, which is woru 
round the hips; while the women wear a /emine, 
which is a nearly square piece of cloth or silk, 
sufficientiy large to wrap round the body, but 
fastened merely by tucking the outer end within 
the other, and consequentiy it gapes open at ev- 
ery step taken by the wearer, and discloses near- 
ly the whole of one leg; but this exhibition, be- 
ing the custom, is not deemed immodest. 
The men wear gay-colored silk bandannas,— 
gounboungs,—in adjusting which they sometimes 
entwist a thick lock of hair; the women wear no 
head covering. Both men and women leave their 
hair long; 
the top of their head, and the latter comb it 
straight back from the forehead, and tie it in a 
knot on the back of the head. The men 
seldom or never wear any bair upon their 
faces, unless it might be a. very feeble 
mustache. The sexes generally walk bare- 
footed, though the women sometimes wear 
asort of san made after the classical Roman 
model. The Burmese males are all tattooed 
from above the hips to the knees with a biack- 
isb-blue pigment, and some, besides, have punc- 
tured spots upon the upper part of the body, 
stained a vermilion color. This tattooing of the 
thighs is a painful operation. It is done when 
they are very young, a little at a time, and opium 
is often administered on such occasions, and 
death from an overdose of this , or from 
inflammation, are not infrequent. The diet of 
the Burmese is both simple and wholesome. The 
everal food of the nations of Southern and 
astern Asia is rice. Of the Burmese we may 
say that salt fish, rice and ngapee, and fruits 
constitute the solid and substantial pari of their 
bill of fare, while betel-nut and the cheroot make 
quite an enjoyabie dessert. The condiment 
ngapee, for which there is a very great demand, 
is made of preserved fish,—fish which has ar- 
rived at that epicurean stage termed high“; 
it is a sort of paste which mixes with rice 
like the Indian sauce, chuinee. The botel- 
nut is extensively used, and most houses 
have about or near them trellises of the piper- 
betel plant, which is chewed with the nut. 
Smoking is universal and continual among both 
sexes and all ages; cheroots of solid tobacco, 
but more often a res covered with 3 
green-leaf wrapper, and some of them of epor- 
mous size, are Burmese boys take to 
smoking even earlier than do the youths of this 
country. I have frequently seen babes at their 
mothers’ breast alternating the nourishment of 
Nature's Nile” with p and puffs at their 
cheroots. The natives of Burma do not appear 
to wear so much jewelry as the Hindoos, but 
they delight especially in ear ornaments. The

The Mayor of New Orleans has been tele- 
graphing to the North almost every day for aid 
for the sufferers from the overflow in that State. 
Unless relief comes speedily, 40,000 people will 
have perished of starvation. A million dollars 
will be needed to keep thém alive until the 
crops are harvested. There is-no doubt of the 
fact of extreme destitution. There is no doubt 
that, unless something is done, this destitution 
will end in starvation. No time is to be lost. 
Let Congress immediately make another appro- 
priation for the support ef the Louisiana suf- 
ferers. There is sufficient precedent: for this 
course. Congress appropriated $3,000,000 
for the relief and care of the Freed- 
men after the War. Human life is as valuable 
now as then, and white men as well entitled to 


men. Then let the Chicago Relief and Aid Society 


Then 
let a local committee be organized to solicit sub- 
scriptions forthwith. Then in every church 
let a collection. be taken up for the afflicted 
brethren of the South.

HIGH-SEAS ROBBERY. 

One of the best papers read at the recent ses- 
sion of the American Social Science Association 
was by the Rev. Dr. Woolsey, ex-President of 
Yale, on Exemption of Private Property upon 
the Sea from Capture.” It contained an inter- 
esting sketch of the gradual refining influence 
civilization hag exercised upon war. Originally, 
when two nations were fighting, each individual 
in the one was the enemy of each in the other. 
It was believed that everything was fair in war. 
These barbarous ideas gradually disappeared—on 
land. OB the water they still kept their force. 
An army might pass through an enemy's coun- 
try without plundering or destroying, but the 
fleet that coasted the hostile shore would 
seize on the sea what the soldiery had spared on 


the land. The difference was without a reason. | 


In recent years it has been proposed that free 
ships should make free goods. In other 
words, that neutral vessele should be 


| allowed to carry the enemy goods without 


danger of seizure. The Paris Oonference of 
1856, at the close of the Crimean War, agreed 
that free ships should make free goods and that 
privateering should be abolished. The agree- 
ment was submitted to the nations not present 
at the Conference for ratification. It received 
the assent of all Christendom, save Spain, Mex- 
ico, and the United States. We are not in the 
best of company. At the time this was pro- 
posed, William L. Marcy was Secretary of State. 
He declared, in reply to the circular of the 
Allied Powers, that the United States, while they 
rejected the Paris agreement, would join with the 
parties to it in guaranteeing the exemption of al 
private property from seizure during war. The 
proposal was rejected. Marcy’s action was due to 
the belief that, if private property was to be a law- 
ful prize, we needed to use privateers. This seems 
doubtful. We did not use them during the 
struggle with the South. In 1866, on the out- 
break of hostilities between Prussia and Austria, 
the latter proclaimed on May 13 ite inten- 
tion mot to seize private property on 
the sea, provided ite enemy would re- 
ciprocate. Six days later, Prussia accepted 
the offer. In July of the same year, Italy in- 
serted in her commercial code the law that in 
event of war no private property should be seized 
upon the sea, uniess the contending power 
should first seize Italian property. On April 18, 
1868, the North-German Parliament unanimously 
passed a law authorizing the Government to es- 
tablish this principle of the exemption of private 
property from capture by treaties with all other 
nations. In 1870, both France and Germany 
proposed the recognition of the principle. In 


is bélieved that Great Britain is alone in 
opposing it. She will probably assent ere long. 
and then robbery on the high seas will be no 
longer a partof honorable warfare. The princi- 
ple is well summed up by Dr. Woolsey, when he 
says: All private property on the seas engaged 
ina lawful trade to permitted parts ought to 
cross the seas in safety.” 0 


DID CALVIN BURN SERVETUS? 

The Rev. Dr. Brown, of St. Paul, has under- 
taken a task that might appala Congressional 
investigating committee. He tries to vindicate 
Calvin. in re Servetus. In a letter to the St. 
Paul Press he says: x 

A lie will in many cases stick, till the judgment. So 
it is, perhaps, ridiculous before the judgment to deny 
that Calvin did not burn Servetus. It has been denied 
a thousand times, but the lie still sticks, The, facts, 
however, are, that Servetus, who held and uttered 
blasphemous heresies, that by the laws of all Christian 
countries in his day were punished with death, had 
been condemned for them to death in Catholic Austria, 
and escaped and fled to Geneva, There they tried to 
silence him, but he would not be silenced, and was

Calvin and his secretary drew up the charges. 
The two appeared in court to prosecute them. 
Servetus pleaded for a change of venue in 
order to get out of his enemy's power, but 
in vain. His answers to Calvin's charges were 
submitted to the Swiss States. The States con- 
demned him. Thereupon the Court at Geneva 
sentenced him to be burned alive on the very 
next day. The English translator of Mosheim 
says that Calvin and other ministers ‘‘interceded 
for a milder death,”"—but they did not oppose 
the death-sentence in itself. Those were the 
Old Testament days, when the Lord’s-elect smote 
| infidels and heretics hip and thigh, and tortured 
them for the glory of God. So Mosheim shows 
that Calvin killed Servetus, though he seems to 
have been a little disinclined. to burn bim.

had been sent to Calvin at aw early day.” Ser- 
vetus, when brought to trial before the Arch- 
bishop of Lyons, denied that he had written the 
book. Calvin supplied the missing proof. The 
prisoner, seeing certain conviction before him, 
fied. By foolishly going ta Geneva, he jumped 
out of the frying-pan into the fire. Calvin had 
already written that “if his authority was of 
any avail, in case Servetus should come to Ge- 
neva, he should not go away alive.” These are 
Dr. Fisher’s words. He quotes another letter 
written by Calvin after he had caught his heretic : 
“ hope the sentence will at least be capital, but 
desire the atrocity of the punishment to be 
abated. Dr. Fisher sums up the case in these 
words : | 


On the one hand, it is not true that Calvin arranged 
that the mode of his death should be needlessly pain- 
ful. He made the attempt to have it mitigated,—prob- 
ahly that the sword should be used instead of the 
fagot. And, notwithstanding the prisoner's threat, to 
which reference has been made, it is likely that he 
expected, and bad reason to expect, that Servetus 
would recant. On the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that he yielded to the solicitation of Trie, and supplied 
the documentary evidence which went from Geneva to 
the Court of Vienna. He caused thearrest of Servetus 
at Geneva, and it is a vielation of historical truth to 
gay that he did not desire his execution. ... He 
wished him to be put to death, but not by fire.

THE STATE OF NEW MEXIOO. 

Three new votes, one in the House and two in 
the Seuate, would be a very good thing for the 
Republican party.

Giddings, in his last annual mes- 
sage to the Territorial Legislature, gave the fol- 
lowing pleasant picture of the would-be State: 

Here is a people 1,000 miles inland, away from all 


sources of knowledge and civilization, with scarcely 
the power, in the midst of the cruel, relentless, and 


devastating savages everywhere surrounding them, to 
secure the bread necessary to keep soul and body to- 
gether. This people, transferred without their con- 
gent or choice to another Government, of whose laws, 
language, or institutions they have no knowledge, now 
lift their hands, and im the name of humanity ask that 
they. may have the means of knowledge furnished 
them which shall fit them to stand equal with any 
other Commonwealth of America. 

Let them heve the means of useful knowledge 
by all means. A State organization, with hotiy- 
contested Senatorial and Congressional elec- 
tions, would but teach the arts of political 
knavery. Is it just that a population of 92,000 
Spaniards, Mexicans, half-breeds, and savages 
should have as much weight in the Senate of the 
United States as New York or Illinois? New 
Mexico is like Old Mexico,—a haunt of banditti, 
an effete civilization, Europeans reached it 
almost a century before the Puritans stepped 
upon Plymouth Rock. A faint and fitful civil- 
ization clung for a little while to the scanty set- 
tlements along the narrow river-valleys that in- 
tersect ite sun-scorched plains and rugged moun- 
tain- ranges. This soon died out. The mission- 
aries were murdered; the troops were forced to 
abandon the inhospitable soil to ita savage own- 
ers. The re-discovery of the mines led 
to re-settlement. Then the United States, 
pushed on by the slave-power, stole the country 
from Mexico. Its history since is a mere record 
of Indian raids. The population is Mexican and 
Spanish. The Territorial Legislature maintains 
a staff of interpreters for the benefit of its many 
members who do not understand English. A 
bastard Spanish is the ordinary language. Ig- 
norance is a rule that it would be difficult to 
prove by ite exceptions—seo few are the latter. 
When it was proposed, some time since, to es- 
tablish free-sch 87 votes were cast for it 
and over 5,000 against. In 1872, however, such 
a law passed. There are now 138 schools. In 
ten. of these, English is taught. In twelve, 
English and Spanish are used. In 111, Spanish 
is the only language. In 1872, 17,000 votes were 
cast. In 1870, there were 48,836 persons over 10 
years of age in the Territory who could not 
read. Of these, 14,892 were men over 21 
years of age. Probably 80 percent of the voters 
are illiterate. We are weighed down by too 
much ignorance already. We might almdst as 
well conquer Cuba and make a State of her as 
admit New Mexico now.

According to the Liverpool Daily Albion, 
bread is no longer the staff of life among Eu- 
glish workingmen. Beef is taking its place. 
On Mill street, Laverpool, where many of the 


poor do their buying, there were as many bread- 


shops fifteen years ago as there are now, while 
the number of butcher-shops has risen, in the 
same time, from seven to thirty. This is not 
the whole story, either. The bread-shops do 
not do as much business as they did, while the 
demand for meat steadily increases. On Upper 
Hill street, Liverpool, the three bread-shops of a 
few years ago have all been closed. Three butch- 
er-shops have succeeded them, Oatmeal, which 
was once largely used, is now in little demand. 
One Liverpool firm, which sold between 1,500 
and 2,000 loads of oatmeal a week through the 
first few years of the twenty-five during which 
it has done business, has disposed of scarcely u 
single load for the last three years. These 
are typical, not exceptional, facta. They seem 
strange, for in England bread wae never as 
cheap and beef never as dear as now. 

The higher wages of labor account for this 
notable change. The men who used to consider 
bread, tea, and dried herring a good dinner, now 
eat beefateak and vegetables. Their noon-day 
meal used to be a cold one. 
hot. The Albion says: 

A gentleman got into one of the dock omnibuses 
some little time ago, and found that nine out of ten 
other persons who were passengers were carrying hot 
dinners. When the omnibus stopped he had the curi- 
osity to follow two of these people into a public house, 
One of them opened the tin which she carried, and it 
proved to be divided into three compartments, one of 
which contained meat and gravy, the two othergq vege- 
tables. She next went to the counter and obtained a 
pint of beer for twopence, and then placed before her 
waiting husband as comfortable a dinner as she could 
have given him at his home. Altogether, in this public 
house, on the occasion referred to, there were seven- 
teen workingmen enjoying hot dinners, which had 
been brought to them by wife or child, and there did 
not appear to be a couple of ounces of bread angpng 
them. Ten years ago the same men would have dined 
om bread, with some little relish added, but now they 
are enabled, by better wages, not only to pay for a mest 
dinner, but can afford the omnibus fare of the carrier. 


Such facta militate against Prof. Fawcett’s

No such change haa occurred, in the last fifteen 
years, in the food of American workingmen. 
Salt pork is still our farmers’ diet. If bread is 
to be still further displaced by beef on the other 
side of the Atlautic, we may expect to soon see, 
on this side, a steady transformation of farmers 
from crop-raisers to cattle-breeders. The busi- 
ness of exporting beef on the hoof is still in its 
infancy. Great growth lies before it. Laat year, 
the owners of the Anchor line of steamships 
carried some cattle across in temporary pens on 
the upper decks of their vessels. It was cur- 
rently reported, in Glasgow, that they cleared 
100 per cent on their investment.

Every person who has visited Washington 
City has witnessed, at least from a distance, the 
unccmpleted shaft of the Washington Monu- 
ment, which stands upon the mall overlooking 
the Potomac River. The history of this monu- 
ment is interesting.

In 1799, Washington having died, 
the National Congress voted That a marble 
monument be erected by the United States at the 
City of Washington to the Father of his Coun- 
try, and the widow was requested to permit his 
body to be deposited under it. The request 
was formally presented to the lady, who, taught 
by the great example” of her husband “ never 
to oppose her private wishes to the public will,“ 
made a sacrifice of her personal feelings, and 
gave her consent. That was seventy-five years 
ago, and the nation has never since then claimed 
the body, which still reste at Mount Vernon. Con- 
gress took action several times on the subject, 
but never made any appropriation. After the 
lapse of ‘a third of a century, some citizens of 
Washington, in 1833, organized a society to erect 
the monument. They appealed tothe people, 
and limited the subscriptions to $1 for each per- 
son. Chief-Justice Marshall was the first Pres- 
ident of the Society. At the close of 1836, $21,- 
000 had been collected, which sum was invested. 
During 1837, $5,191 was collected. At the close of 
1839, the collections, with interest on inveatments,

After the lapse of twenty-six years 
since the corner-stone was laid, an examination 
of the shaft as it stands shows a deflection of 
one inch. It is reported by the engineers that 
it is not safe to carry the obelisk to the height 
originally intended, and it is proposed to have it 
but 400 feet above the foundation. This plan 
also, if we understand it, dispenses with the 
pantheon, and leaves buts plain obelisk with a 
terrace.

She had four 
helms of 60 feet; her largest oars were 50 feet 
long, with leaden handles, so as to work more 
easily by the rowers; she had two prows, two 
sterns, seven frostra or beaks, successively ris- 
ing and swelling out one over the other, the 
topmost one most prominent and stately; on 
the p and oped she had figures of animals, 

8 feet high; all the interior of the 
vessel was beautified with a delicate sort of 
painting of a waxen color. She had 4,000 
rowers; 400 cabin boys or servants; marines 
to do duty on the decks, 2,820; with an im- 
mense store of arms and provisions. The 
same Prince built another ship, called the Thal- 
— or bed- chamber ship, which was only
